1. The Petitioner have filed the accompanying writ petition under Article 
32 of the Constitution of India in public interest challenging the 
constitutional validity of the Aadhaar (Targeted Delivery of Financial 

V 

and other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 ['impugned 

& 

Act'], raising various issues, including among others, protection of 

fundamental rights under Article 14,19 and 21 of the Constitution of 

♦ 

India. The Petitionersubmit that the accompanying writ petition may 

i . 

be treated as part and parcel of this application and the contents of 
the same are not repeated herein for the sake of brevity. 



The impugned Act was published in the Gazette of India on 
26.03.2016 and was brought into force on 12.7.2016. The 2 
Respondent was established as a statutory authority on 12.7.2016. 

Under the impugned Act, the Respondents have made the possession 
of an Aadhaar number as a mandatory condition to avail of essential 

services, subsidies and other benefits provided by Government as 

■ 

well as non-governmental and private bodies.

The Petitioners, inter alia, seek appropriate declarations to the effect 
that the impugned Act is ultra vires the Constitution of India. Should 
this Court uphold the validity of the impugned Act, the Petitioner 
urge an alternative case directed against specific provisions of the 
impugned Act and seek appropriate declarations with respect to the 
unconstitutionality of these provisions. The Petitioner seek 
appropriate declarations regarding their fundamental right to

informational self-determination being a facet of Article 21 of the

Constitution. Furthermore, the Petitioners seek appropriate writs,

orders and directions with respect to the collection, retention, 
destruction and use of biometric and demographic information and

Respondents or which has been gathered by the Respondents or 

third party enrollers pursuant to the Aadhaar project.

It is submitted that this Hon'ble Court is already in session of a batch- 
of writ petitions challenging the Aadhaar project. These mattersare 
pending adjudication before a Constitution Bench of this Hon'ble 
Court. In the previous writ petitions, this Hon'ble Court passed a 
series of interim orders directing the Respondents to not make 



Aadhaar number a mandatory requirement for availing any service, :

subsidy and benefit, which the individual is otherwise entitled to. It is

submitted that a 3-Judge Bench of this Hon'ble Court found a strong 
prima facie case made out by the petitioners in the previous writ 
petitions and passed an Interim Order dated 11.8.2015, restricting

the use of Aadhaar to only certain schemes. While permitting the use 
of Aadhaar for certain scheme, this Hon'ble Court categorically stated 
that '...the production of an Aadhaar cord will not be condition for

Thereafter, a Constitution Bench of this Hon'ble Court vide Interim 

■ 

Order dated 15.10.2015, inter alia, held that

"5. We will also make it dear that the Aadhaar card 
scheme is purely voluntary and it cannot be made 
mandatory tjH the matter js finally decided by this 

Court one way or the other." 

It is submitted that this Hon'ble Court has also frowned upon the 

Respondents action of making the Aadhaar number a mandatory 

requirement for the purpose of grant of scholarships by the 

government. This Hon'ble Court vide its Order dated 14.9.2016 in the 

matter titled, 'AH Bengal Minority Student Council and Anr. v. Union 

* 

of India and Ors. WP No. 686/2016, has re-iterated that Aadhaar 

cannot be made a mandatory condition for any government scheme. 

It is further submitted that the Constitution Bench of this Hon'ble 

« 

Court vide Order dated 15.10.2015 modified its earlier Order dated 

11.8.2015 and restricted the use of the Aadhaar number to only the 

' 

following schemes—PDS Scheme, LPG 'Distribution, Mahatma Gandhi 
National Rural Employement Guarantee Scheme (MGNREGS), 
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National Social Assistance Programme (Old Age Pensions, Widow 
Pensions, Disability Pensions), Prime Minister's Jan Dhan Yojana 
(PMJDY) and Employees’ Provident Fund Organisation (EPFO). 

However, in total disregard of the repeated directionsof this Hon'ble 
Court not to make Aadhaar number mandatory,the Respondents 
have continued to use Aadhaar number database for purposes other 
than those permitted by this Hon'ble Court, A list of such schemes in 
which Aadhaar number has been made mandatory in violation 
directions of this Hon’ble Court is enclosed alongwith the present writ 

petition 

Furthermore, not only governmental authorities, but even private 
enterprises have started using the Aadhaar platform for the purpose 
of verifications and authentication. A list of such schemes in which 
Aadhaar is being used by private parties is. enclosed alongwith the 

present writ petition 

Notably, the Telecom. Regulatory Authority of India (TRAI) had 
approached this Hon'ble Court by way of an interim application in WP. 
No. 494/2012, making a specific prayer for variation of the Order 
dated 11.8.2015, to permit them to use the Aadhaar platform for the 
e-KYC verification for sim cards. This prayer was expressly rejected 
by the Constitution Bench of this Court vide Order dated 15.10.2015. 
However, in spite the specific direction by this Court to not use the 
Aadhaar platform, TRAI launched the Aadhaar based e-KYC for 
mobile connections of 16.8.2016. As a matter of fact, the Union of 
India in a separate proceeding before this Hon'ble Court, has sworn 
on affidavit that they are using the Aadhaar platform for verification 



of sim cards. This Hon'ble Court vide Order dated 6.2.2017 in the 
matter of 'Lokniti Foundation v. Union of India and Anr., WP No. 
607/2016', has taken note of the same.

12. Furthermore, it is submitted that the Respondent No. 1 through its •'

different Ministries have issued various Notifications under Section 7 
of the impugned Act, i.e. Aadhaar (Targeted Delivery of Financial and 
other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016, making the 

Aadhaar number' as a mandatory requirement for an individual to

■ avail and be entitled to different benefits, services and subsidies. A 
list of few Notification issued with respect to certain scheme is 

enclosed alongwith the present writ petition.'

13. It is submitted that in most of the Notifications, the government has 

given a deadline of 30 th June .2017, for the individual to obtain an 

♦ 

Aadhaar number in order to continue receiving the benefit under the 
said scheme. This means that from 1 st July 2017 onwards, an 

individual who is not willing to part with his personal biometric 

' . 

Information will be denied social benefits which he/she is otherwise 
entitled to on the sole reason of non-production of an Aadhaar 

number. 

14. As elaborated in the accompanying writ petition, the impugned Act is 

# 

unconstitutional on various grounds amongst which is the denial of 
basic services, subsidies and benefits which the government is 
obligated to provide, on the sole basis that the individual refuses to 
part with his or her biometrics, which is a basic requirement to obtain 

t 

an Aadhaar number. 



15. There are several other patent flaws with respect to the impugned 
Act and the Aadhaar project. One of the most striking illegalities is 

t 

the manner in which the impugned Act came to be passed as a 
Money Bill without having to secure passage through the Rajya 
Sabha. The impugned Act cannot in law be characterized as a Money 
Bill and the impugned Act is stillborn inasmuch as the mandatory 
legislative process has not been followed. 

* t 

i 

Even though the object and purpose of the impugned legislation 
states that it is to be used for the delivery of subsidies, benefits and 
services expenditure for which is incurred from the Consolidated 
Fund of India, the real scope of the impugned Act is far beyond what 
is envisaged under Article 110. A Bill can be correctly termed as a 
'Money Bill' under Article 110 if it contains only provisions dealing 
with all or any of the matters specifically enumerated in clauses (a) 
to (g) of Article 110 (1) of the Constitution of India. The said 
provision deals with matters which relate to expenditure incurred or 

4 

" income received with respect to the Consolidated Fund of India. 

It is manifest from a reading of the impugned Ad that it deals with 
several issues that fall outside the limited scope of Article 110. 

4 

Illustratively, Chapter-11 comprising section 3 to 6 covers* 
"Enrolment"; Chapter-Ill covering sections 7 to 10 deals with 
'Authentication'; Chapter-lV covering sections 11 to 23 deals with the 
establishment, composition, functions, duties and powers of a new 
statutory authority namely the Unique Identification Authority of 

i 

India. Similarly, there are extensive provisions covering aspects 
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such as protection of information, the creation of offences and 
penalties and the enabling the use of the Aadhaar platform by non¬ 
governmental and private authorities. In light of the above, on this 

♦ ■■ 

ground alone, the impugned Act is ex facie unconstitutional, illegal 
and liable to be struck down. 

16. It is submitted that a citizen under Part III and Part IV of the 

# 

Constitution of India, is entitled to enjoy various social and civil rights 
such as right to receive education, a scholarship, medical assistance, 
pensions and benefits under government scheme without having to 
part with his or her personal biometrics and personal information. 

17. It is submitted that Article 19(l)(a) of the Constitution of India, not 

A

only protects a citizen from restraint on free speech, but also from 

'compelled speech', i.e. the compulsion to give or disclose details 

✓ 

* 

which the citizen otherwise does not want to disclose. 

18. It is further submitted that under the impugned Act, the 

i 

authentication process uses biometrics. Biometrics as a technology is 
: unreliable and as applied by the Respondents is serving as an 
instrument of exclusion depriving persons who are otherwise entitled 

i

to financial and other subsidies, benefits and services from receiving 
these entitlements. Going by the stand of UIDAI itself, the number of 

J 

cases where de-duplication resulted in the rejection of an application 
for an Aadhaar number is to the tune of 9 crores out of around 99 
crore enrolments. The number 9 crores is just a little less than the 

population of the State of Bihar and twice the population of Odisha 

■ 

(as per the 2011 census). This shows that every 10* person is not 



being issued an Aadliaar number (though applied for) because of the 
flawed biometric technology being used. Further, one study using 

4 

official data shows that the proportion of "false positives" i.e. 
duplicates being shown erroneously is unacceptably high, resulting in 
exclusion of those entitled to benefits. This study suggests that 1/121 

i 

is the proportion of false positives by a conservative estimate. This 
ratio'is strongly indicative of the programme excluding individuals 

who should otherwise receive their entitlements. 

The accuracy of biometrics is highly doubtful for a variety of reasons: 

A person's biometrics change over time; for persons who are 
engaged in manual labour and also persons who are aged, etc. ridges 
on the fingers smoothen out and cannot be captured effectively by 
biometric devices; and there is no safeguard at the crucial point of 
capturing the biometric that ensures the integrity of .the process at 

the stage of enrolment. 

It is submitted that as a result of the faulty Aadhaar authentication 

t 

system being used by the governmental authorities, in many cases as 
mentioned above, unlawfully mandating the same, various problems 
relating to people having been denied their entitlements and rights 

t “ 

have come to light. 

Apart from the aforesaid problems relating to exclusion and people 
being denied their rightful entitlement and rights, many people 
continue to be concerned with the risk to their right to privacy that 

the project poses, notwithstanding the alleged privacy protections in 

«* 

the Act, and have expressed their desire to opt out of the scheme. 



22. It is submitted that the present writ petition is a bona fide public 
interest litigation filed by the Petitioner herein to prevent violation of 
basic human rights that have already occurred as a result of the 
Aadhaar project and which violations will escalate in the future unless 
checked by this Hon'ble Court. It is submitted that this Hon'ble Court 
ought to protect the fundamental rights of its citizens/residents and 
prevent the Respondents from making entitlements and compliance 
of mandatory legal obligations subject to such an onerous and 
. unconstitutional condition. It is submitted that a strong prime facie . 

ft 

case has been made out in the application and the accompanying 

4 

writ petition for violation of Article 14, 19 and 21 of the Constitution 
of India. In such circumstances, the balance of convenience would lie 

in grant of interim orders in terms of the prayers made herein.

PRAYERS 

23. In the foregoing circumstances, it is most respectfully prayed that 
this Hon'ble Court may be pleased to: 

a) Pass an order staying the operation and implementation of the

Delivery of Financial and other Subsidies, Benefits and Services) 
Act, 2016 by the various Ministries of the Union of India, 
pending the hearing and final disposal of the petition
